THE ASHBOURNE AFFAIR. 


Lord Justice Molony and Mr. Justice Gordon 
sat at Trim yesterday to hold the Summer 
Assizes for the County of Meath.

Lord Justice Molony, addressing the Grand 
Jury, said that he was glad to be able to tell 
them that their duties at those Assizes would 
be of a very trifling character. There were two 
cases to be presented for their consideration, 
one that of a man named John Reilly, charged 
with malicious damage of glass to the amount 
of £25; and another in which Nicholas Fagan 
and six other persons were charged with un- 
lawful assembly at Summerhill. Turning to 
the genera] state of their county, he was happy 
to inform them that it presented generally a 
Satisfactory condition. The number of cases 
which had been specially reported since the last 
Assizes amounted to eight, as against ag oe 

at 
return, however, in itself, without explanation, 
would be somewhat deceptive, as it included as 
one case the tragedy which occurred at Ash- 
bourne on Easter Monday.

had been made amenabic by other tribunals for 
that awful tragedy no person was connected 
with the County of Meath. They all came from 
the County of Dublin. For the good character of 
the County of Meath it was rimht that that 
should be publicly stated. Although that 
terrible crime did happen over their borders it 
was committed by persons not coanected by 
residence or association with County Meath. 
From the County Inspector and other sources 
of information at his disposal, he was in a 
position to tell the Grand Jury that their 
county was at present, and he hoped it would 

g continue in that state, without anyway 
presence of any serious crime. 

The Grand Jury found true bills against all 
the prisoners.

CANNONADE AND RAINFALL. 


Srr,—May I offer a few words of comment on 
your Weather Lore article of today? I have 
lived a geod many years within easy distance 
of the Phoenix Park, and have noticed that the 
cannonade of reviews has been more often 
than not followed by rain. I have also learned 
enough chemistry to know that a solution of a 
crystalline substance in water remaing clear 
until the water is agitated, and then the 
crystals are precipitated. I venture to think 
that these facts may justify those who ad 
the “ gun-fire”” theory, which your article mildly 
depreciates. 

On the other hand, there is something to be 
said for the theory that the dull summer is 
universal. I am told by oorrespondents in 
Canada that the weather there is not unlike 
what we have been experiencing. A great part 
of Canada is in the same latitude as the British 
Islands, and though a Continental climate 
differs from an insular climate, yet the weather 
of the two will more often than not be 
alike if the latitude is the same. Another 
curious coincidence is that letters from India 
say that the monsoon is late, and the rains 
scanty. It so happens that I have some Indian 
experience, and Í have found from time to 
time that late monsoons and scanty rains in 
India have coincided with wet and chil y summers 
in Great Britain and Ireland. These scem all 
to be reasons for thinking that the abnormal 
weather is universal, but they are not reasons 
for rejecting the “ cannonade ” theory, because 
there is no inconsistency between the one set 
of facts and the other. The firing may not 
have caused the rain, but only increased it. 
An unusual condition of weather seems to 

ve been world-wide, and the wa) may have 
made it (in places) worse than it would othar- 
wise have been.—Yours, etc.,
